A rl ease of suicide was reported at 
the Wratern Pulice Station laxt night. 
Kev. John Marples, residing at No 572 
King street weet, swallowed about ten 
grains of etrychuine yesterday afternoon 
while, it is believed, temporarily insane. 
As soon as hia family became aware of 
the rash act which he hal committed, 
medical aid was sammone! with all 
possible speed. lim, Met'onnell and 
Smith were promptly in attendance, and 
did all they eould to relieve the anfor- 
tunate men’s sufferings, which were most 
‘intense. The stomach pump was ap 
plied, and antidotes administered, but 
it was evident from the large quantity 
of poison which Mr. Marples had taken 
that he could not survive long. He wae 
seize] with epasms every few minutes, 
when chloroform was administered to 
relieve the agony. Dut all the doctors’ 
efforta were of no avail, and the aafferer 
died at nine o'clock at night. Coroner 
De La Hooke held on inquest on Satur- 
‘lay last, when the following verdict was 
given :— e 

Eliza Emma Marples, sworn, said— 
The sleceased was my husband. About 
3.30 p. m. yesterday, he left the dining- 
room an: went upstairs to the bed-room. 
[ went up-tairs and found him lying on 
the bed as if he was going tosleep. He 
aid he wanted to wish me good-bye, as 
he had taken ten grains of strychuine. 
I did not believe it, and thercfore loosed 


his handa. He directed me to the side- | 


hoard where the poison paper lay. It 
was either a sinall piece of paper or an 


envelope on which was written “poison.” 


He called me back, saying that he had 
mins and that he had taken enongh to 
ill six men. He began to scream with 
pain, and anid itwas true, Lashed what 
would become of his suul ; he mil he 
had always trusted Christ and would 
hang on to that to his last breath. He 
told me to fetch Mr. Squirrel and some 
friends, aa he would need holding when 
in pain. He told me not to fear as he 
would he all right. He bade me good- 
bye, asking me to fetch some friends 
quickly, as he was in great pain: After 
a few screams he called mo back and 
gave me his watch saying no one else 
was to have it. I told him I did not 
want it, but wantel him to live. He 


put it in my hand and said, “Keep it 
yourself.” Hesahl he was ing on 
to Christ, and would held on te ; 


then he said, “Good-bye, I shall soon he 
gone.” After a few sereams he said, “I 
want to die, but I must he held by some 
friends,” and I named three. He said 
“Fetch thom, I want to be gone, and I 
want to show them that it was myself 
thatdid it.” His last words were “Good- 
bye, I hang on to Chriet—TI ean do no 
more.” Ile has been in trouble lately 
about money matters. He would not 
tell me where he got the poison ; he said 
he did not yet it at the west or east end 
of the city, but theeentre. The writing 
on the envelope is in his own hand writ- 
ing, and written with a «teel pen. I 
was informed he had got the poison some 
oo Ile had been 
ng very strangely. He said if eir- 
cumstances did not mend he would do 
it; he would not do it if they would 
mend at all. I looked last week for the 
— but could not find it. He neust 
ve carried it in hie pocket. I have 
not left him alone for the last three 
-~weeks, only last Sunday for an hour. 
Ile was disappuinted at his oxpectations 
fur the last three weeks, and it was dis- 
appointment that caused it. He was of 
temperste halite, He had a diploma 
from the States to practice icine. 
He had been a Presbyterian minister for 
the last thirty years. Ho was always 
reading, night and day, on various a 
jects. His troubles were all mixed up, 
andl he often excited. 

John Smith, M. D., and John Me- 
Connell, sworn, ssid—Harly in the even- 
ing of 22nd inst., we were called in to 
see the decessed John Marples. We 
were informed hy a nm in the house 
that the seul, hel tahes & poisonous 
dose of strychnine half an hour before 
our arrival, and had had two or three 
violent tetanic spasms. A paper was 
then shown us latelled. “Strychnine, 
10 grains —Poison,” which the deceased 
acknowledge he had taken, and when 
asked why he had done so, he ssid, “to 
onl a miserable existance.” We found 
him in a state of perfect consciousness, 
and he offered no resistance to anything 
done for him. We laid him down in 
the bed, on the side of which he was 
sitting, an? administered chioroform in- 
halations, emetios, as well as every other 
entidote or remedy, with the effect of 
only ‘mitigating the intensity and dimin 
ishing the frequency of the spaewne. 
About 7.45 p.m. he was seized with a 
frightful spasm and died. From infor. 
mation derived from Mrs. Marples, wife 
of decomsel, wo have no hesitation in 
saying that Mr. Marples lalored under 
wild and fanciful delusions ; and waa at 
the {ime of his death, and for some time 
——, an wpsoun?d etate of mrind.
